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A Note from Ken Greble 

It is truly difficult for me to read the Bible these days without thoughts of today's news and current 
events creeping into my mind. As I have gone through the week reading, praying, and thinking about the 
prescribed readings for this coming Sunday the Old Testament reading in Isaiah seems filled with both 
encouragement and foreboding. 

The reading is Isaiah 1:1, 10-20. I found it easy to insert locations closer to us than Sodom and 
Gomorrah. Let's remember, that the people living in both these ancient cities most likely would have felt 
like you and I. They might not have even seen themselves as living outside the will of God. Moreover, 
even if they could not follow the Mosaic laws, their rituals, festivals and assemblies served as a salve 
against any wrongdoing they may have entered into! They had a well-developed ability to reason away 
their actions or even their inaction! 

I encourage you to be diligent, and work your way through to the latter part of the reading. Here you 
will see this great prophet speaking of a God that yearns to forgive, yearns to be with us in relationship. 
This same God that you and I worship each day and gather together to worship on Sunday offers a 
different kind of reasoning starting in verse 16 through 19. 

Although verse 20 speaks of terrible consequences for those that, "refuse and rebel", we find hope in 
the seed that was planted from the remnant of this generation. It has given us the sweet garden that is 
Jesus Christ resurrected! A Jesus who speaks of a similar way of life as described in Isaiah 1:16-17. Let 
each of us, moved by the gift of the empty tomb encourage one another by living out these verses, 
"...cease doing evil, learn to do good; seek justice, reprove the ruthless, defend the orphan and plead for 
the widow." (Is. l:16d-17)
